MANUFACTURERS materials imported into the 
United States show increases ranging from 25 to 150 

Increased Per cent in the seven months ended with 

Imports of July, 1909, over the corresponding 
Manufacturers period of the immediately preceding year. 

Materials. This statement relates to quantities im- 
ported. The figures of values show on the whole an 
even larger increase, since, in many cases, import prices 
of raw materials are higher than those of a year ago. 
Taking values alone and including all articles, the 
figures of the Bureau of Statistics of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor show in importations of manu- 
facturers’ materials an increase of over 50 per cent, 
speaking in round terms, for the seven months ended 
with July, 1909, when compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1908: The value of crude materials for 
‘se in manufacturing imported in the seven months 
ended with July, 1909, was 294% million dollars, 
against 191 millions in the same months of last year, 
and that of manufactures for further use in manufac- 
turing, 139 million dollars, against 87 millions in the 
same months of 1908. 

Considering the principal manufacturers’ materials 
'y quantities, an analysis of the Bureau of Statistics 
statement shows marked increases in nearly all articles 
mported for manufacturing purposes. In wool im- 
portations the increase is 175 per cent, the quantity 
mported in the seven months of the current year 
eing 202 million pounds, against 73 millions in the 
ame months of last year. Raw silk imports show an 
nerease of 50 per cent, the total for the seve:: months 
ided with July, 1909, being 12% million. pounds, 
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against a little more than 8 millions in the same months 
ef last vear. Imports of hides and skins show an 
increase of over 86 per cent, the total for the seven 
months of this year being 301 million pounds, against 
161% millions in the corresponding months of the pre 
ceding year. This increase in importations of hides 
and skins occurs in practically all classes thereof. 
Goat skins imported in the seven months ended with 
July, 1909, show a total of 70 million pounds, against 
39 millions in the same months of the preceding year, 
and hides of cattle, 133 million pounds, against 63 mil- 
lions in the seven months of last year. Manila hemp im- 
portations show an increase of over 50 per cent, the 
total for the seven months of 1909 being 86% million 
pounds, against 53 millions in the same months of last 
year; and of jute the importations increased from 
159% million pounds in the seven months ended with 
July, 1908, to 241 millions in the same months of the 
current year. Wood pulp importations show an in- 
crease of something more than 50 per cent, the total for 
the seven months ended with July, 1909, being 371% 
million pounds, against 240 millions in the same months 
of the preceding year. Importations of boards, deals. 
and planks show an increase of about 33% per cent, the 
quantity imported in the seven months ended with 
July, 1909, being 408 million feet, against 305 million 
feet in the same months of the preceding year. India 
rubber imports show a less increase than certain of the 
other important articles for use in manufacturing, the 
quantity imported in the seven months ended with 
July, 1909, being 53% million pounds, against 41% 
millions in the corresponding months of last year, an 
increase of about 28 per cent. Copper ore shows an 
increase in imports of nearly 50 per cent, 36% million 
pounds having been imported in the seven months of 
1909, against 25% millions in the same months of 
1908; and copper pigs, ingots, etc., show an increase 
of 96 per cent, 13834 million pounds having been im- 
ported in the seven months of 1909, against 71 mil- 
lions in the same months of last year. Imports of pig 
tir! show an increase of nearly 25 per cent, the quan- 
tity imported in the seven months ended with July 

of the current year being 56 million pounds, against 

45% millions in the corresponding period of 1908. 

The increase in importation of manufacturers’ ma- 
terials indicated by the items above enumerated extends 
to practically all of the numerous articles included in 
the Bureau of Statistics groups “crude materials for 
use in manufacturing” and “manufactures for further 
use in manufacturing.” As already stated, each of 
these groups shows.a marked gain in the figures of 
total value, and this gain occurs both in the seven 
months ended with July and in the single month of 
July, the value of all crude materials for use in manu- 
facturing imported in July, 1909, being 3734 million 
dollars, against 27 millions in July, 1908; and that of 
manufactures for further use in manufacturing, 22% 
millions, against 1334 millions in July, 1908. 

Import prices of manufacturers’ materials are shown 
by the figures of the Bureau of Statistics to he higher 
at the present time than a year ago. Comparing import 
prices in July, 1909, with those of July of last year, raw 
wool of class 1 is reported at 22 cents per pound in 
July Jast, against 16 cents in July, 1908, though slight!) 
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less than the average price of June, 1909, when it was 
23.3 cents per pound. The average import price of raw 
cotton was 15.7 cents per pound in July, 1909, against 
15.4 cents per pound in July, 1908; of hemp, $147.56 
per ton in July, 1909, against $144.24 in July of last 
year ; of sisal grass, $112.58 per ton, against $111.08 in 
July, 1908; of hides of cattle, 13.5 cents per pound, 
against 10.8 cents in July of last year; ef raw silk, 
$3.30 per pound, against $3.07 in July, 1908; of leaf 
tobacco suitable for wrappers, 94.8 cents per pound, 
against 88.5 cents in July, 1908; and of crude india 
rubber, 73.1 cents per pound in July, 1909, against 
59.4 cents in July of the preceding year. 








Ir 1s getting harder all the time for an IIlinoisan 
to restrain himself from showing his compassion for 
the sons of other states. Every time 
Uncle Sam publishes a crop report the 
whole world knows that corn is the 
greatest of crops, and Illinois is the 
greatest producer of corn. Whenever government sta- 
tistics are issued regarding mineral resources and 
metal production Illinois leads the list. 

Just what Illinois did last year in the production of 
minerals and metals is shown in a bulletin published 
by the State Geological Survey. In the aggregate 
their value was $130,576,694. That was a decrease 
of $21,644,590 from the previous year. IIlinoisans 
might feel ashamed of a decrease of 14.2 per cent but 
for the fact that it was a smaller loss than any other 
state showed: All others showed decreases ranging 
from 20 to 25 per cent, while their yield of particu- 
lar minerals fell off as much as 50 per cent. 

In one item alone—pig iron—the output in 1908 was 
$22,084,000 less than in 1907. The loss here was 
greater than our net loss on all our mineral products. 
The iron and steel business suffered most fromthe 
uplift panic. 

The closing down of industrial plants naturally 
decreased the demand for our chief mineral product, 
bituminous coal. The output last year was 47,608,161 
tons, valued at $49,936,159. This was a falling off 
from 1907 of 3,708,985 tons, the decrease in value 
being $4,751,223. Nevertheless, Illinois holds second 
place among the states producing soft coal, being well 
ahead of West Virginia. Williamson is still our ban- 
ner coal producing county. Its. output last year was 
5,670,474 tons and in 1907 it was 5,697,944. The 
average price per ton at the mines was $1.048 in 1908 
and $1.065 in 1907. 

Another fact which makes IIlinoisans liable to 
puff up with pride is that in five years Illinois has 
jumped from nowhere to third place among the states 
producing petroleum. In 1904 we knew we had oil, 
but didn’t dream how much. That year we produced 
$116,561 worth. Then we got busy sinking wells and 
the following year we sold $3,274,818 worth of oil. 
In 1907 we worked harder, with the result that our 
oil output amounted to $16,432,947. Last year we 
raised the figures to $22,648,881. 

Out of our common, ordinary clay we made products 
last year with an aggregate value of $11,500,000. 
Our zinc smelting brought $5,928,792 into the bank 
We got $25,000 for our lead ore, which in-

account. 
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cidentally produced 2,055 ounces of silver worth 
$1,356. We made more than $2,700,000 worth of 
cement. We sold sand and gravel for over $1,500,- 
ooo. The output of natural gas was valued at $270,- 
ooo. Standstone, silica, fluorspar, lime, pyrites and 
other mineral products brought the grand total up 


to $ 130,576,694. 








THE timber supply of the United States is dis 
cussed in a recent bulletin by the Forestry Service 
of the Department of Agriculture, in 
which it is estimated that the original 
forests of the United States, which cov- 
ered 850,000,000 acres, and contained 
5;200,000,000,000 feet, not counting 100,000,000 acres 
of scrubby forest and brush land, have been reduced 
to about 550,000,000 acres with a total stand of about 
2,500,000,000,000 board feet. 

The original forests embraced three great types, 
and were unequaled elsewhere on the globe. The 
northern forest, which ran from Maine through New 
England, across New York and most of Pennsylvania, 
through central and northern Michigan and Wisconsin 
to Minnesota with an extension along with the high 
Appalachian ridges as far southwestward as northern 
Georgia, roughly covered 150,000,000 acres. The 
southern type appeared in southern New Jersey, 
widening southward and westward through Virginia, 
and covering the Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and portions of: Texas, Okla- 
homa and Arkansas. The central forest stretched 
between the northern and southern types from the 
Atlantic Ocean to the plains. The Rock Mountain 
type was typical of the Rocky. Mountain Range, sepa- 
rated by plains from the eastern types, and by desert 
areas from the Pacific Coast, while the Pacific type 
embraces California, Oregon and Washington. Hard- 
wood prevailed in the northern type; the yellow pine 
predominated in the southern; walnut, hickory, oak, 
maple and similar woods in the central ; pine, fir, larch, 
spruce, red cedar and other soft woods in the Rocky 
Mountain Range, while the coniferous type is found 
on the Pacific Slope. 

The bulletin shows that most of the forests in the 
United States are now privately owned, but possibly 
20 per cent of the standing timber is held by the 
Federal Government in national forests, _ national 
parks, Indian reservations and on the unreserved pub- 
lic domain, or else by the states in state reserve or on 
other state lands. The public forests contain more 
than 100,000,000 acres of saw timber. 

The total yearly drain on the forests, not counting 
losses from ffte, storms-and insects, is some 20,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet. The present forest area of 550,- 
000,000 acres is roughly estimated to consist of 
200,000,000 acres of mature forests, in which the 
annual growth is balanced by death and decay; 250,- 
000,000 acres partially cut or burned over, on which 
there is a sufficient young growth to produce in time a 
merchantable but not a full crop of timber, and I100,- 
000,000 acres of badly cut and burned over forests, on 
which there is not sufficient young growth to produce 
another crop of value. Taken as a whole, therefore, 
the annual growth of these forests under the condi- 
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Supply. 
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tions named does not exceed twelve cubic feet an 
acre, a total of less than 7,000,000,000 cubic feet; 
showing that the forests are being cut away three 
times aS fast as they are growing. Naturally, there 
is a menace in the continuance of such conditions. 
The unrestricted exploitation of the forests has al- 
ready had serious effect in lessening the supply, and 
it is easy to understand what the conditions will be in 
the near future if a halt is not called. 

The United States is taking 250 cubic feet of wood 
per capita annually from the forests, while Germany 
uses only thirty-seven cubic feet and France but 
twenty-five. In addition, Germany makes -her state 
forests produce an average of forty-eight cubic feet 
of wood an acre. This country has as fast growing 
species as Germany, even faster, and as good, if not 
better forest soil, if it is protected.

seen, what is plain and what is hidden, what is literal 
and what is symbolic, what is limited and what is un-

anything at all, what is form and what is the spirit 
above all form.

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THE SCIENTIFIC CONSTRUCTION OF STOVES. 


lo THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In a recent number of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN I wrote 
an article under the above title which drew attention to the 
fact that there was little practical knowledge of such con- 
struction among the Stove Manufacturers of today. My aim 
in SO writing, was to rouse the stove men from their lethargy, 
to rise to a higher plane, more in keeping with the progress 
nade in other industries. 

In this article I will not dwell further than to draw 
attention to one portion of the range or stove which is per- 
haps the most important part of it, namely, the oven. Our 
Stove Manufacturers claim they have for quite a long time, 
been improving, but I fail to note any marked improvement 
for many years. True, there have been changes, many of 
them, but no improvements. One year the oven door has a 
register to admit air, a wise and valuadie, yet old idea, and 
much is’ said of the value of such introduction of air to the 
oven in manufacturers’ catalogues and other literature. 

A year passes and a change takes place and no longer 
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the door register is to be seen, and we look at the catalogue 
and find that the manufacturer sees grave defects in such in- 
troduction of air, and he draws attention to the air-tight close 
fitted doors so that no air shall be admitted, and this he 
terms an improvement. 

Another year passes, and again he makes what he terms 
an improvement and goes back to the admittance of air by 
having a few small holes at the bottom of the door. One 
year the broiler door drops, and he is very elaborate in his 
description of the value of such, and the next year it is 
changed to the side hinge. One year the damper rod is 
within the range and the next year it is outside, and such 
change is given as an improvement on the other. 

The look of the range is not forgotten, one year it has a 
fair proportioned skirt, fairly ornamented, the next year it is 
entirely plain, and the next it is so large that the appearance 
of the range is dwarfed and these changes go on from time 
to time and are called improvements, And yet not one 
solitary practical improvement has been in sight for many 
years. 

Today, we still have in use the same old constructed oven, 
and our gas ranges, which but recently came into use, are 
still constructed in a similar way, no improvement, no desire, 
apparently, to exercise a little common sense and give us a 
sanitary. oven so that our meats shall be cooked and possess 
the proper red color which belongs to properly cooked meats, 
rich and wholesome, and not as now, dark in color with the 
fumes from the cast-iron plates, which are impregnated with 
the juices of meats. pastry, bread and other articles which 
have been baked in them. 

Not a single real improvement has been made since our 
forefathers began to construct stoves, and yet our manufac 
turers claim to be up-to-date and progressive. 

On this line I feel I have said enough to show the utter 
lack of progress among the Stove Manufacturers, I go on now 
to show how the ovens can be made wholesome, clean and 
sanitary—an up-to-date arrangement, if not for roasting, as 
the oven is supposed,to be, but as it is, for baking. Roasting 
is done by radiation, in front of a fire, and not in an oven. 
Such is baking, but while this is so, the oven can be so 
arranged that the meats can be nearly equal in value to the 
roasting process. There should be a portable hook arrange 
ment upon which to hang the meats which should not lay in 
a pan to partly stew, but should hang so that the meats can be 
evenly cooked all around. Holes should be in the flues as well 
as in the oven door to admit fresh air and for the carrying off 
of cooking fumes, and an oven so constructed is decidedly 
better than by the air-tight, close-fitted, oven door. 

I come now to a radical change and advance in the value 
of the new, modern oven. The new oven should be enameled. 
There are innumerable kinds of enameled ware of various 
colors, well adapted to such, and the modern oven will be 
enameled. It is hardly necessary to dwell on the value of 
such an improvement, for unlike the manufacturers improve- 
ments of late years, this is not a change, but an improvement, 
and a valuable one. No fumes from the past cooking when 
the oven-plates get hot, as in the old way, no dirty ovens 
difficult to clean, but this improvement can be quickly kept 
wholesome and clean. 

I would like to make a few remarks on other points, but 
will refrain for the present and go on to a more radical 
change in the make-up and construction of the up-to-date 
modern range and stove. First, the future range and stove 
will not, as now, be made of cast-iron. This mode of con 
struction has seen its day. I make the assertion that in less 
than ten years, not ten per cent of the stoves made will be 
cast-iron. This surely is a bold assertion, but I am thoroughly 
convinced that I am correct in what I assert. The day of 
the cast-iron stove is about over, and a new and better 
arrangement is at hand. Before going on to explain | may 
say that I speak not as an amateur or theorist, but as a 
man of experience, of close observation and having a practical 
knowledge of the construction and designing of stoves for 
manv years. Henée, what I advocate is not from a theoretical 
standpoint, but given practical experience. 

First, then, the new order of construction shall be from

sheet steel. The use of this material for stove construction 
is by no means new, but I am advocating a distinct and en- 
tirely different mode of constructing the modern steel range 
or stove from what has been. It no longer shali be made as 
in the past, but shall be pressed, somewhat similar to the 
drop-forge system, keeping in mind that the drop-forge is 
used in heat, and in’this it is cold. 

Space forbids me entering into full detail but in short, 
the system is to stamp or press, by dies the sheet-steel the 
dies call for, First, the designer makes his drawings. The 
patterns are made in block and not as now in thin stuff. 
These blocks are cast in steel and become dies in two parts, 
called male and female, for outside and inside of the part of 
the stove to be pressed. The bottom consisting of ash-pit and 
flue with outside molding, holes for rods, etc., hearth,’ skirt, 
and every part is pressed by dies to exactly the shape the dies 
call for. About the same number of rods will be required 
to mount as in the cast-iron stove. The top is also con- 
structed in a similar manner with the same thickness of sheet- 
steel’and is made strong by the shape of cover-openings which 
brace and strengthen the whole top. Covers are also made 
from sheet-steel and pressed. These are made by having a 
lower or under cover with asbestos between, so that the cover 
will not become red hot from an over full fire chamber. 
Every portion of the range is pressed except the grate, which 
is made of cast-iron. Of course, there will be a slight de- 
parture in putting the stove together, as there will be no ribs 
to hold the plates closed, but the*practical workman will have 
no difficulty in understanding the arrangement. 

I think the Stove Manufacturers will see that this is a 
radical improvement and not merely a change only. In the 
first place the original cost of producing a stove or range as 
described, will be much less than by the old system of pattern- 
making. The up-to-date firm will have no difficulty in seeing 
the immense saving in cost of patterns, in fitting, filing, follow- 
boarding, and in time. This system of dies and pressed steel 
will give over the old mode of getting up patterns for cast- 
iron stoves. Apart from the cost of the patterns, there will 


be little need for the molder or the cypola, and the molding 
floor can be turned into the use of the machines for press- 


ing, etc. eo} 
I find it difficult to confine myself to a limited description, 


for space forbids further and more elaborate explanaticn. 

The question may be asked, how about the construction 
of parlor stoves having different shapes and less of the straight 
mechanical lines of the range or cooking stoves? I reply: 
Just the same as in the stamping by dies for the range. The 
sheet-iron bodies of parlor stoves could be made or stamped 
with designs thereon and made in two or more parts and 
lapped together, The front portion consisting of ash-pit, 
door and fire door, and top, all can be stamped or pressed. 
Let us pause here and take a quiet thinking spell, Let the 
manufacturer consider the change involved, the gain, the 
improvement, the cost, and the profit. Does it require a large 
investment of money?: I think not. Less of the molding floor, 
few molders, a small cupola. Surely this is a radical change 
but there is another of no less importance, a something which 
will make the range in the kitchen, and the heating stove in 
the parlor a thing of beauty, and up-to-the-times improvement 
and will be hailed as a welcome friend in the home life. 
No longer will there be dirty, hard-to-keep-clean, cast-iron 
ranges, for the brush and polish with its dust and dirt will 
be a thing of the past, and the labors of the housewife and 
kitchen-maid will be only in keeping the kitchen neat and 
clean. 
Before I go on to explain, I desire to express my surprise 
at the lack of desire to keep up with the improvements going 
on around us, close to us, and part of our everyday household 
arrangements. We have gradually abandoned the use of the 
cast-iron pot and pans‘and Other utensils for boiling and 
stewing. These were heavy, clumsy and dirty. Some of 
them were enameled on the inside, but all of them were a 
heavy load for the housewife to lift and to keep clean. Their 
day is past and a more up-to-date, clean and neat make of 
pot and kettle is in use, thanks to the introduction of inside 
and outside enameling and instead of cast-iron, the housewife 
has a neat, clean, light and easily-handled cooking utensil, and 
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for one cast-iron vot as in the past she has a dozen different 
kinds of enameled ware and at much less cost. Is it likely 
that the housewife would care to go back to the use of the 
old cooking utensil ? . 

Now I come to the second portion of the radical change 
and improvement in the construction of the modern stove. 
I propese that these pressed sheet-steel stoves shall be 
enameled. Is it difficult to understand the value of this 
radical change? Will there be any difficulty in seeing how 
easy this arrangement can be kept clean, and how beautiful 
such an article would be in the up-to-date, modern kitchen? 
There is a large variety of enameled ware and many different 
colors to choose from so that the customer can have his or 
her choice, which appeals to him. In the up-to-date kitchen 
with its hot water nickel-plated pipes, enameled sinks, 
enameled range with its enameled canopy, and its nickel-bor- 
der, surely, at last we have something which the housewife 
can pride herself in, and not as in the past, the dirty, over- 
frilled, over-covered-with-nickel ornaments as in the present 
cast-iron range. 

Let me say that I believe in a judicious amount of nickel, 
but surely not as we have it today. Would say that in the 
ornamentation of nickel on the enameled range, I propose also 
to press or stamp such, and the true artist will easily find a 
great and far superior opportunity to ornament with nickel 
than in cast-iron door or panels. 

The writer is a practical designer, and can see a wide field 
for good design in this arrangement. Such will be easy to 
mount and having the back-ground of enamel and colored, the 
effect would certainly be beautiful. In parlor stoves they 
might be enameled also with the cream colored enamel, and 
designs similar to those used on china-ware, which is generally 
printed before firing, and if desired, and an elaborate stove is 
desired, hand painting could be introduced as on the more 
expensive china ware. Thus, we perceive that the modern 
stove can be made a beautiful addition to the modern home. 
a thing of beauty and a joy forever, not vulgar, as now, 


_ and over-ornamented with clatches of nickel in unreason- 


able places, and altogether out of place in the up-to-date, 
modern parlor. 

Here let me say that the manufacturer is greatly to blame 
for much of the falling off in the trade of parlor stoves 
today. True, it will be claimed that today we have the hot 
water and hot air heaters, but we had the hot air heaters 
when most houses had parlor stoves, and let me say I con- 
sider it a misfortune for the modern home to be without a 
parlor stove. Most of us know that but few heaters give an 
even heat in every room, some are over-heated and others 
not sufficiently so, and the heat from steam and hot water 
radiators is by no means the arrangement for a wholesome, 
healthful heat, that many suppose. 

Warm air is by far the more healthful heat and the 
parlor stove is an American institution, something belonging 
to the everyday socjal life of the American family. It tends 
to draw together, to unite and keep close the family ties, 
and without the narlor stove there is a loss, a scattering of 
the home life. The stove manufacturers of today have much 
to answer for, in not keeping up to the progress of the times 
in the surroundings and improvements of the modern fur- 
nished parlor. 

The stove of today is a vulgar, over-ornamented, over- 
frilled, over-nickeled, meretricious arrangement, and out of 
keeping with the modern home, Get back to the parlor stove 
There is yet time and opportunity for the up-to-date pro 
gressive stove man who is willing to learn. . 

I fear the space I have taken up in your valuable maga 
zine is far over-lapped, but in conclusion, would say that | 
would like to have given some views regarding the need for 
an up-to-date heater adapted to the modern house cellar. A 
radical change is needed here. Would like to give some ideas 
on, gas stoves, which-there is evidently an honest desire to 
improve, and there certainly is a wide field for better ideas 
than is in sight at present, The up-to-date manufacturer has 
a grand opportunity to lead here. Meantime, I am tsuly yours,

It certainly is but natural 
for the manufacturers to utilize these special patterns in what 
ever way will bring them adequate returns, and probably al! 
of us would take the same position. 

“There is one point, however, which we think is of vital 
interest to the retail hardware dealers throughout the country, 
and that is the competition caused by the manufacturers going 
direct to the consumer, i. e., the contractor or house owner, t¢ 
sell Builders’ Hardware. Many manufacturers send repre 
sentatives direct to the consumer soliciting his business aud 
in most cases selling the goods on nearly as low a basis as 
they would to the retailer. Certainly the margin of profit 
between the prices they make to the consumer and that which 
they can make to the retail dealer is too small to permit the 
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retail dealer to handle the goods, as it is well recognized that 
it costs about twenty per cent to do business,

As 
made at present they are useless for the purpose in- 
tended. 

There ought also to be a liberal flange in the open- 
ing that could be manipulated to fit variations in 
sizes of pipe. We cut our six inch pipe 183% inches

SPECIFICATIONS FOR TIN ROOFING WORK 
ADOPTED BY MASTER SHEET 
METAL WORKERS. 








The National Association of Master Sheet Metal 
Workers is calling the attention of architects to 
standard specifications for tin roofing work that it has 
adopted. With a copy of these specifications the as- 
sociation is distributing a circular letter in which at- 
tention is directed to the remarkable revival in favor 
of tin roofing that has taken place in recent years, due 
largely to the dissatisfaction experienced with cheap 
roofings. With the larger use of good tin, inferior 
workmanship should be guarded ‘against, it is ad- 
vised. 

One of the objects of the Association as set forth in 
the letter is the maintenance ofa high standard for 
tin roofing work in this country, and architects are 
asked to aid the Master Sheet Metal Workers by 
adopting the form of specifications for fin roofing 
work claimed to represent the best practice in laying 
tin roofs. Extra copies of these specifications will be 
furnished upon application to the President of the 
Association. 

By the selection of a reliable, time-tried make of 
tin, and the adoption of these specifications, architects 
have it in their power, it is stated, to provide thor- 
oughly satisfactory, durable roofs. 

The specifications follow: 

Tin Roofing Work. 
All tin used on this building shall be 

brand. No substitute for this brand will 
be allowed. Use IC thickness for the roof proper, decks, etc., 
and IX thickness for valleys, gutters and spouts, as required 
by design. One coat of red lead, iron oxide, metallic brown or 
Venetian red paint, with pure linseed oil, shall be applied to 
the under side of the tin before laying. 

For flat-seam roofing, edges of sheets to be turned one- 
half inch; all seams to be locked together and well soaked 
with solder. Sheets to be fastened to the sheathing-boards 
by cleats spaced eight inches apart, cleats locked into the 
seams and fastened to the roof with two one-inch barbed 
wire nails; no nails to be driven through the. sheets. 

For standing-seam roofing, sheets to be put together in 
long lengths in the shop, cross seams to be locked together 
and well soaked with solder; sheets to be made up the narrow 
way in the rolls and fastened to the sheathing-boards by 
cleats spaced one foot apart. 

Valleys and gutters to be formed with flat seams well sol- 
dered, sheets to be laid the narrow way. 

Flashings to be let into the joints of the brick or stone- 
work, and cemented. If counterflashings are used, the lower 
edge of the counter-part shall be kept at least three inches 
above the roof. 

Soldér to be of the best grade, bearing the manufactur- 
er’s name, and guaranteed one-half tin and one-half lead— 
Use rosin only as a flux, 

Caution: No unnecessary walking over the tin roof or 
using same for storage of material shall be allowed, In walk- 
ing on the tin care must be taken not to damage the paint 
nor break the coating of the tin. Rubber-soled shoes or over- 
shoes should be worn by the men on the roof. 

Painting Tin Work: All painting of the tin. work to be 
done by the roofer, using red lead, iron oxide, metallic brown

or turpentine to be used. 

All paints to be applied with a hand-brush and we!

HARDWARE. 

Better business prevailed in the hardware market 
last week. Sales were more numerous and involved 
a larger amount of hardware. The tone continues 
firm, which is aided by the indicated business in the 
market, dealers expecting a good buying movement 
of hardware in the next few weeks in more seasonable 
lines. There is a better demand for wire nails, and 
prices continue unchanged. ' 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than carloads, 
at the mill, 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08 ; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to. jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 cents a pound 
net. 

One five per cent discount has been withdrawn by 
some manufacturers of poultry netting making the 
price on this line to the hardware trade 80 and 10 and 
5 per cent discount. It is said if spelter continues to 
advance, higher prices will have to be made. 

Prices of black or plain wire rope have been ad- 
vanced 2% per cent by the manufacturers. The 
schedule now being based on fifty-five per cent. 

The new tariff recently enacted is causing some 
changes in sources of supply in certain classes of 
Pliers and Carpenters’ Pincers. In the Dingley bill 
the duty was 45 per cent. Now it is 40 per cent ad 
valorem, but with a specific duty also of 8 cents per 
pound. Under the old regime American makers could 
produce as cheaply as the foreigner, it is claimed by 
importers. The new schedules cause an advance of 
but 5 to 15 per cent, according to kinds on fine goods, 
but on the cheaper classes having more material and 
less labor the new prices, freight and duty paid, are 
in most cases prohibitive. 





TIN PLATE. 


The buying of tin plate by the miscellaneous con- 
suming trade for first quarter shipment is large, and 
it is foreshadowing an active market as to these classes 
of users. It is too early, however, to draw a line 
upon the probable needs of the salmon and fish 
packers. Some makers are booking forward business 
very conservatively, owing to the indicated higher 
cost of raw material. This week The American Sheet 
& Tin Plate Co. is working 20 hot mills out of 30 at 
its Shenango plant at New Castle, its largest works. 
For 100-Ib. I. C. coke plates, 14x20, the price is $3.50 
to $3.65, Pittsburg, subject to a rebate of 5 cents per 
box on large orders.

PIG IRON. 

A little more activity is noted in the pig iron market. 
Bessemer and basic grades continue to show the most 
actively, large tonnages having been placed during the 
past week. The big steel concerns continue to be large 
buyers of steel-making irons, the Cambria company 
having recently bought 41,000 tons of Bessemer, of 
which 18,000 tons were for delivery this year, and 
other large concerns have just bought basic iron 
heavily. 

The cast iron pipe makers are buying very heavily 
of low grade irons, but find it difficult to get all that 
they need. One concern has bought one cargo, 4000 
to 5000 tons, of Middlesboro No. 4 for delivery on the 
Delaware river, and a cargo of 4000 tons has been 
bought for delivery at Providence. 

Western founders are also in the market for large 
tonnages of foundry iron, especially the agricultural 
implement makers, and from all parts of the country 
is voiced a confidence in the future that is finding 
expression in contracts for the future delivery of raw 
material, 

The total sales of steel-making iron since Sept. 1 
are 325,000 tons, all at flat prices. In spite of the 
record production, the demand continues active, and 
the furnaces are well sold up. The available Bessemer 
ron for prompt delivery is virtually all cleaned up, 
ind it is said that the Bessemer Pig Iron Association 
las practically sold the whole of its production to 
\pril, 19710. 

There is a stronger tone to the market for foundry 
rons, with less shading of established quotations from 
veek to week. In the Alabama field, $15 ton seems 
o be the minimum quotation for No. 2 iron, with some 
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of the furnaces asking $15.50 ton. There is no change 
to note in Virginia iron, the quotation being $16.50 ton 
for 1910 delivery, with perhaps $16@16.50 ton pos- 
sible on a small tonage for prompt delivery. Northern 
iron is stronger, and $20 ton seems to be the minimum 
possible price on any considerable tonnage, though 
most of the furnaces are holding at $20.25@20.50 
ton for the balance of the year and $20.50@2z1 tor. 
for 1910 delivery.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Steel making irons have made a record for themselves 
during the week, with result that the market is almost bare 
of offerings of any grade and prices are stiff. Foundry iron 
is active, and, although without further advance, is strong 
and the demand good for all brands that are offering for 
any deliveries prior to July Ist next. Some furnaces have 
again withdrawn from the market, considering their order 
books in satisfactory condition for the time being. 

“The blowing in and operation of new stacks, in the 
south particularly, is and will be seriously hampered by lack 
of labor which is prevailing not only in that district but 
elsewhere. 

“The relatively high prices wanted for southern iron 
seem to have made no difference in the demand for it by 
customers at those points which can be reached advantage- 
ously by them. The output of coke in all districts is being 
pushed to the limit, but the advance in tonnage output is 
not increasing as rapidly as could be desired. Several of the 
largest producers are out of the market and prices are strong 
with an upward tendency and advances at some points reg- 
istered since last week.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report : 

“Apparently there is no end to the demand for iron. On 
a number of occasions recently it has been announced by 
men who were supposed to be thoroughly acquainted with 
the trade that a quiet time had set in, that consumers had 
bought all they would need for some time to come and that 
nothing much more might be expected until after the begin- 
ning of the new year. Such predictions have absolutely 
failed. The market today is strong, broad and receptive. 
Sellers have shown no disposition in the last few days to ad- 
vance prices and the market has had no quotable change dur- 
ing the week, Steel irons still continue the feature of the 
situation and the steel mills are crowded to their utmost 
capacity. Their business is really remarkable. The heavy 
melters of iron are extremely busy, the pipe shops being 
full of orders. Agricultural implement men are rushed and 
the general foundries are doing business from 25 to 50 per 
cent better than their business eight months ago. 

“This week there have been large sales of basic iron and 
extensive transactions in pipe iron, together with a very large 
number of scattering orders of all kinds. If October con- 
tinues at this present pace it is going to crown even the phe- 
nomenal business of September. 

“Coke is in very fine demand and its prices are buoyant 
with a prospect of further advances, particularly as the rail- 
roads are not handling coke traffic with anything like prompt- 
ness.”
